’ ^ until recently and who was forced to become an SFS Spitsel under 
durese« Briefly, the report states that the SFS pressure on L. 
had become stronger of late. L. and hie fiancee decided that it 
was not possible for them to stay In East Berlin any longer and 
fled to West Berlin on 12 Sept. They will go through the regular 
refugee processing. T^ey are both currently staying with Krebs. 

b* A written xe port on Lehmann, formerly with CADHOIT, who waa 
earlier approached by the SJS. L* waa let go by CADROIT on 1$ Aug 
and had hoped to set up a stationary store, but has not yet been 
able to secure an acceptable lease. He is now looking fbr work 
through the Arbeitssat, while still hoping to set up the store, 
has received some help from Prengel. 

■ c. A written import re a former Wehrmacbt doctor who was later 

expelled fr on Chechoslovakia and is now working with Wlsmuth. The 
SFS has attempted to recruit him. The dootor did not come to CADROIT 
himself (his Auswels would not permit this), but sent a girl friend 
of hie for advice. C. adviced the girl to go to Am the GALOOT 
house, ufaioh SPURGEON states she did. 

d* Report by e former ffVP captain re local KVP personalities* 
e* Visitor's report re occupation of KVP of area near Spreaberg. 
2. C. reported orally that re the Slemoa who had earlier tried to 
get a job with CADROIT and who had ^^^yffi uaploioua (repeated attempts), 
there were apparently tee students named Sisson living near each other who 
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are sometimes oonfused with each other. G. had sent Simon No. 1 a note 
requeuing hin to appear for a discussion, and Simon No. 2 had received 
the letter and appeared. The details on this situation were not yet clear, 
but C. promised a full written report for the next nesting. 

3. C. reported that C*ptin V., presently in (Hessen, had immktm* 
written C. on ID Sept stating his recognition had been denied and requesting 
further CA DROIT aid. C. had replied that CA DROIT had already given a 
Outachten, and could do little more. agreed to look into having 

"the CALC IN 0 house" follow the matter up, since the nan had been earlier 
turned over to then. C* furjther reported in this matter that the 
Ml who is the husband of the woman with whom the captain had fled free 
Bast Berlin had visited C. on $4! tit/ Hi Sept. The Ml stated that his 
wife had been thoroughly unfaithful to hie both during the war and 
recently, of course. He wen ted to gat ths child back (presently in 
Giessen with the wilb) and to get a divorce, and to this end had 
written the wife to sand the child to relatives in Koeln, who would 
see that the child was returned to the father. If the wife did not x 
do this voluntarily, the Ml hoped that CAEBOl'l could help get the child 
back. If this were not possible, the Ml would reveal to the Notaufhahnm- 
verfahren hegfrecent desertion (and possible thereby uncover the fact 
that she had been sent by C. to the CALC® 10 house), in oraer to secure 
withdrawal of recognition which has already been granted her. Hopefully. 
liTwIhtaMi the wife will be able to return the child without action by 
CA DROIT. The case should be oabefully watched to see that the transfer 
toihe CALC IN 0 house is not exposed by the irate Ml. 

h* CZ ZH informed C. that the former had learned of the case of 
an Ml who had earlier (1952) whw Mad-re turned to the DIR with copies of
